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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that no motivation is provided by 
the references to combine the Jones, Kelly, and therefore Allison and Fehder references. In fact, all traversals are based upon a lack of 
motivation to combine. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill 
in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347,21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1 992). Regarding claim 1 , the annulus gas contents of a geological formation are crucial when drilling using drilling muds. C02 is a 
commonly occurring, underground gas which has the potential to be very much disruptive to the drilling process-as one skilled in the art 
knows well, this is a primary motivation to use drilling fluids at all (Jones teaches this). Various methods of detection during for this process 
exist and Kelley is one such known method. Kelley discloses an embodiment on a micro-scale, but also discloses the ability to apply on the 
process on a macro scale such as that of Jones. Regarding claim 4, Allison discloses a known means for C02 measurement by inert gas 
scavenging. 

It is important to consider than in all claim rejections, examiner relies on the fact that the co2 content of a geological formation is crucial 
when drilling using drilling muds. This is an assertion that is well-known in the art, though not necessarily found in these particular 
references explicitly. The references sen/e to provide evidence of well known means with which this motivation for improvement can be 
effected. 
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
